SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Private 130 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Private 130 tends to support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes, 
deeming it objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 

The magazine contains high quality reproduced photographs of sexual activity. The 
photographs are predominantly set within the context of photostories that offer a brief 
plot or setting for the activity and relationships. Much of the sexual activity is depicted 
in close focus. The text is printed in English, German, Swedish and French. 

The magazine includes a photoseries in which a young woman, established as a 
school girl living at home with her parents, has sex with several men. The youth factor 
in the story is intended to sexually titillate the reader. The magazine therefore tends 
to support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. Section 3(2) of the 
FVPC Act takes precedence over si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 as it 
is a deeming provision, and so no further consideration can be given to si 4 in relation 
to this particular magazine. 
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
